— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the Presi- 
dent hereby makes the following rules to amend the 
Ministry of Defence, Armed Forces Film and Photo 
Division [Class I and Class II (Gazetted) Non-miniate 
rial postal Recruitment Rules, 1964, namely: — 

1, Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules 
may be called the Ministry of Defence, Armed Forces 
Film and Photo Division [Class I and Class II 
(Gazetted) Non-ministerial postal Recruitment 
(Amendment) Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Substitution of rule 5. — In the Ministry of Def- 
ence.
